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INTRODUCTION. 

Gentlemen, — It  is  needless  for  me  to  explain  to  you  the  object  of 
the  Publication  I  have  now  the  pleasure  to  put  before  you ;  but  for 
the  benefit  of  those  who  have  not  seen  a  similar  work,  and  do  not 
understand  its  purpose,  I  may  just  state,  that,  owing  to  the  greater 
portion  of  our  mountains  being  unenclosed,  sheep  are  daily  straying 
away  from  their  heath,  and  are  often  taken  up  by  shepherds  many 
miles  away  from  the  residence  of  their  owner ;  and  though  there  are 
some  hundreds  of  diJerent  marks,  the  party  who  has  taken  up  the 
stray  sheep  can  at  once  find  out  their  rightful  owner  by  referring  to 
the  "  Shepherd's  Guide  ;"  whereas,  if  advertised  in  a  newspaper,  it  often 
occurs  that  the  party  to  whom  the  sheep  belongs,  through  living  in  a 
different  district,  never  sees  the  advertisement,  and  the  sheep  is 
eventually  sold  to  defray  expenses. 

In  placing  my  Guide  before  you,  I  feel  certain  that  some  errors 
will  be  found  in  its  pages ;  but  I  wish  to  impress  upon  you  that  it  is 
my  intention  to  have  these  corrected,  whether  they  arise  from  my 
informants,  printer's  errors,  or  through  any  fault  of  my  own.  I  purpose 
doing  this  by  having  a  small  Supplement  printed,  and  sent  to  each 
Subscriber. 

The  Printers  have  spared  no  pains  in  doing  their  work  as 
efficiently  as  possible,  and  it  has  involved  much  patient  labour  on  their 
part  to  accomplish  such  an  undertaking. 

It  may  not  here  be  out  of  place  to  state,  that  on  account  of  the 
ear  marks  all  being  different,  only  eight  pages  could  be  printed  at  one 
time. 

Before  giving  an  explanation  to  the  Book,  I  must  gratefully  thank 
all  those  Gentlemen  who  have  given  me  assistance  and  encouragement 
to  produce  this  work,  and  more  especially  those  who  have  contributed 
the  Essays.  Also  Mr.  Hawell,  of  I-onscale,  for  the  Photographs  of  two 
of  his  Prize  Sheep,  from  which  the  Engravings  are  taken. 

For  a  further  explanation  I  have  added  a  few  concise  notes 
to  Shepherds. 

Trusting  this  Book  will  merit  your  approbation,  which  I  hope  you 
will  show  by  your  further  patronage  on  some  future  day,  for  which 
purpose  I  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  Advertisement  Pages,  and  remain

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TO    SHEPHERDS. 

If  you  wish  to  find  out  any  particular  Farmer,  and  cannot  find 
him  in  the  Township  in  which  you  expect  to  find  his  name,  refer  to 
the  adjoining  Township,  as  there  are  instances  in  which  my  information 
has  been  obtained  from  parties  who  were  not  quite  sure  of  the  divisional 
line  of  Townships;  and  sometimes  the  name  of  the  Township  in 
which  the  sheep  run  is  inserted  in  place  of  that  in  which  the  Farm- 
stead is  situated. 

Some  few  Stocks  are  entered  by  the  Landlord,  and  are  therefore 
entered  in  his  name. 

There  are  several  Entries  still  unpaid  ;  but  trusting  to  the  honour 
of  the  Parties  concerned,  I  have  inserted  them  in  order  to  make  the 
work  as  complete  as  possible. 

Others  there  are  who  have  entered  their  marks  as  differing  one 
time  from  another ;  this,  in  my  opinion  is  needless  and  inconvenient — 
were  there  many  instances  of  this  kind,  any  Guide  would  be  imperfect 
and  useless;  whilst  some  others  seem  as  if  they  could  not  have  any 
definite  marks,  and  are  continually  changing  them ;  but  I  hope  that, 
now  this  Guide  is  published,  they  will  adhere  strictly  to  the  marks 
they  have  here  entered. 

A  few  districts  have  different  terms  for  points  and  marks,  but  they 
are  mostly  entered  as  described  by  the  Farmers  themselves. 

Some  few  have  two  distinct  marks  combined  in  one  entry,  there- 
fore it  is  impossible  to  show  them  properly  on  the  print  of  the  Sheep. 

All  smits  must  be  understood  to  be  red  unless  otherwise  stated. 

The  words  "  ear  mark  various,"  "  uncertain,"  or  **  no  ear  marks," 
invariably  apply  to  ewes  that  have  been  bought  from  different  stocks, 
for  breeding  purposes. 

In  case  any  New  Stock  or  Stocks  are  introduced  in  any  Town- 
ship, one  or  more  spaces  are  left  for  their  insertion. 

On  finding  a  stray  sheep,  I  would  recommend  you  to  first  look  for 
corresponding  earmarks  in  the  print,  then  if  the  smits  do  not  agree, 
search  further ;  and  if  you  do  not  find  smits  similar  to  those  on  the 
Sheep,  communicate  with  those  farmers  whose  marks  most  nearly 
resemble  them.

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ESSAYS    ON    HERDWICKS. 


Mr.  Gate^ 

Sir, — Replying  to  your  request  respecting  the  Herdwick  Sheep,  I  have 
been  well  and  continuoasly  acquainted  with  the  breed  and  their  habits  since 
prior  to  the  very  destructive  Martinmas  snowstorm  of  1807,  and  have  gathered 
the  following  information  from  aged  men  in  my  early  days,  and  have 
omitted  no  later  opportunity,  when  the  chance  offered,  and  did  I  know  of 
any  one  able  to  give  more,  or  better  information  on  the  ifabject,  it  should  be 
at  your  service.  Since  the  Commons  were  enclosed,  the  stinting  better 
regulated,  and  prizes  given  at  the  Agricultural  Shows,  the  breed  is  much 
improved  in  size,  by  careful  breeding,  and  in  its  superior  quality  of  mutton; 
retaining  its  original  identity,  as  well  as  having  acquired  earlier  maturity. 

The  Herdwick  breed  is  peculiar  to  Cumberland,  and  is  now  nearly 
limited  to  the  West  Cumberland  range  of  mountains,  extending  from  the 
Derwent  to  the  Duddon.  Outside  this  range  the  Sheep  have  somewhat 
larger  frames,  and  thereby  are  claimed  to  be  superior.  But  they  are  in- 
dulged  in  more  liberal  Winter  treatment,  have  better  Summer  pasturage 
than  the  rocks  of  the  West  afford ;  and  are  not  admitted  as  pure  and  hardy 
heaf -going  Herdwicks.  At  the  commencement  of  the  present  century,  when 
the  moors  and  commons  were  unenclosed,  and  the  fells  entirely  open,  scarcely 
a  Sheep  of  any  other  breed  could  be  seen  within  these  limits  ;  except  here 
and  there  a  couple  or  half-a-docen  of  a  white  faced  kind,  then  called  *'mugs,'* 
on  a  very  few  of  the  better  class  of  farms  in  the  low  lying  parts.  These 
were  kept  for  producing  Wool  of  a  finer  quality  for  home  use.  What  the 
native  breed  of  Sheep  may  have  been  before  the  introduction  of  the 
Herdwicks  is  now  unknown  ;  and  not  a  trace  of  history  survives  to  lead  us 
to  any  knowledge  on  the  subject.  We  are  also  entirely  in  the  dark  as  to 
when  the  Herdwicks  first  made  their  appearance  here.  We  have  undated 
tradition  to  rely  upon  that  many  generations  ago  they  were  imported  ;  that 
a  Spanish  vensel  was  stranded  or  wrecked  on  the  sandy  coast  of  Drigg  ;  and 
that  about  forty  small  slieep  managed  to  save  themselv^es  from  the  wreck, 
and  came  ashore  there,  and  were  taken  possession  of  by  the  then  lord  of  the 
manor.  The  little  animals  evinced  a  propensity  for  high  ground,  and 
whenever  a  chance  offered  they  escaped  to  the  mountains.  No  one  having 
laid  claim  to  them,  and  their  increasing  numbers  becoming  inconvenient, 
and  the  tenants  having  observed  their  apparent  hardiness  and  their  strong 
inclination  for  elevated  pastures,  petitioned  to  have  a  trial  of  them  on  the 
fells.  A  few  were  apportioned  for  the  experiment ;  and  being  found  able  to 
take  care  of  themselves,  others  were  applied  for  ;  and  the  practice  began  of 
letting  out  a  small  herd  to  each  farm  ;  and  this  is  alleged  to  have  been  the 
origin  of  the  name  of  Herdwick.  It  used  to  be  affirmed  that  they  took 
their  name  from  their  singularly  instinctive  habit  of  herding  together  at  the 
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approach  of  a  snowstorm,  and  making  their  way  to  the  exposed  side  of  the 
mountnin,  whore  they  could  not  be  overblown  in  the  drift,  and  there  waiting 
in  safety  till  the  storm  abated.  However  little  altered  they  maybe  in  other 
respects,  tin's  remarkable  forecast  of  the  weather  can  hardly  be  said  to 
remain  with  them.  Being  altogether  unlike  any  Spanish  breed  of  sheep  we 
are  acquainted  with,  there  is  room  for  assuming  them  to  have  been  an 
offshoot  from  some  of  the  more  northern  countries  of  Sweden  or  Denmark, 
<fec.,  where  hardiness  is  an  indispensible  requisite.  The  nearest  approach 
to  the  breed  in  the  British  Isles  is,  or  was,  to  be  found  about  fifty  years  ago 
on  the  Monie  mountains,  on  the  west  coast  of  Galloway ;  but  the  wool  of 
those  small  Scotch  sheep  is  shorter,  closer,  and  somewhat  finer,  although  the 
markings  of  the  face  and  legs  are  nearly  similar,  with  a  mixture  of  the  dnn 
faces  of  the  Shetland  breed.

Mr.  Gate,  Editor  of  '*  New  Shepherd's  Guided 
Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  your  invitation,  I  give  a  short  essay 
upon  the  breeding  and  rearing  of  Herdwick  sheep.  The  question  of 
Herdwick  breeding  is  a  very  extensive  one,  and  one  which  of  late  years  has 
drifted  very  considerably  to  the  front.  Drawing  an  inference  from  what  is 
going  on  round  about,  and  also  in  our  midst,  I  conclude  that  it  is  evidently 
a  question  which  is  very  much  discussed  at  the  present  time.  It  is  also  a 
question  most  difficult  to  deal  with,  and  whoever  enters  into  it  will  find  this 
to  be  a  fact.  To  make  judicious  and  good  crosses,  and  keep  a  stock  going 
on  improving,  without  any  mistakes,  is  more  than  any  of  our  eminent 
Herdwick  men  can  do.  When  fresh  blood  is  once  infused  into  a  stock  there 
is  no  retraction.  None  can  foretell  the  results.  They  may  be  nght ;  but  the 
worst  part  is  they  are  sometimes  wrong.  So  that  Herdwick  breeders  should 
look  to  themselves,  and  be  very  caieful  indeed  in  the  selection  of  their 
male  animals.  Neither  can  they  bestow  too  much  attention  on  their  stock 
of  breeding  ewes.  None  should  be  allowed  to  have  Herdwick  lambs  only 
those  which  are  of  a  strong  and  healthy  constitution — ready  to  climb  the 
mountain  any  da\'  of  their  lives,  bearing  with  them  all  the  marks  of  good 
breeding  which  are  so  desirable  in  a  Herdwick.  They  should  be  possessed 
of  a  strong,  flowing  coat,  standing  up  around  the  neck  and  on  the  shoulders, 
resembling,  as  it  were,  a  lion.  And  for  the  Coniston  Old  Man  range  of 
mountains,  or,  I  may  say,  any  of  those  northern  fells,  they  will  not  stand 
long  without  this  great  essential.  The  head  should  be  carried  well  up, 
beautifully  shaped,  broad  across  the  forehead,  deep  down  the  cheek  bone, 
standing  out  slightly  below  tlie  eyes,  and  wide  at  the  nostrils  :  the  legs 
should  be  comparatively  short,  and  fine  between  the  joints,  with  good-sized 
feet  and  white  hoofs.     It  is  very  important,  too,  that  the  marks  should  be 
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good.  I  would  prefer  dark  or  dark-bine  to  begin  witli,  turning  white  or 
raggy  as  the  animal  grows  up.  There  should  be  no  specks  upon  the  face  or 
legs  ;  these  are  not  belonging  to  a  pure-bred  TIerdwick.  This  matter  does 
not  seem  to  have  much  attention  bestowed  upon  it,  otherwise  there  would 
not  be  so  many  in  the  ponntry  as  there  are.  I  have  frequently  pronounced 
myself  diametrically  opposed  to  those,  and,  having  another  opportunity,  I 
protest  against  them  once  more  ;  and  would  also  endeavour  to  impress  upon 
the  minds  of  the  public  this  fact — that  bad  marks  are  one  of  the  most 
decisive  marks  of  bad  breeding.  Let  the  sire  be  bright  and  raggy,  with  ears 
white  or  nearly  so  ;  equal  in  his  quarters,  wide  and  straight  on  the  top,  and 
deep  in  the  loins.  Because  the  truth  of  an  old  saying  is  strongly  verified  in 
sheep-breeding — and  they  follow  as  a  rule — '''  Like  father,  like  son."  Get  a 
promising  male  animal  from  a  good  stock  ;  never  mind  expense ;  they  will 
pay  in  the  end.  Then,  you  may  fairly  expect  the  result  to  be  highly  satis- 
factory to  yourself,  and  also  to  win  the  admiration  and  gain  the  approval  of 
all  Herdwick  fanciers  that  you  come  into  contact  with.  It  is  deplorable  to 
see  how  some  stocks  are  neglected,  and  left  almost  exclusively  to  take  care 
of  themselves ;  or,  in  other  words,  as  some  of  those  breeders  say,  "to  do 
their  own  turn."  When  a  practical  Herdwick  man  gets  possession  of  one  of 
those  stocks,  although  far  away  in  the  rear,  it  is  surprising  to  see  the  change 
which  can  be  brought  about  in  a  comparatively  short  time.  By  exercising 
great  care  and  sound  judgment  in  securing  good  crosses,  and  taking  proper 
care  of  the  stock,  I  have  myself  observed  on  several  occasions  the  result  to  be 
something  wonderful.  Whereas,  on  the  other  hand,  looking  at  a  stock  that 
has  been  worked  up  to  a  high  standard  of  excellence,  by  way  of  good 
breeding  and  great  care  having  been  taken  for  many  years,  it  is  almost  a 
moral  impossibility  to  keep  them  going  on  iiAproving,  because,  as  I  observed 
before,  it  is  so  difficult  to  make  suitable  crosses.  A  man  may  spend  a  lot  of 
money,  and  bring  what  he  considers  to  be  his  most  critical  judgment  to 
bear  upon  the  subject,  and  after  all  be  completely  defeated.  The  first 
introduction  should  be  with  a  small  number,  which,  if  right,  could  be  used 
more  extensively  afterwards ;  and,  if  wrong,  there  would  not  be  so  much 
harm  done  as  would  otherwise  be  the  case.  There  should  be  used  in  every 
stock  a  Lincoln  or  Longwool  ram  to  take  away  the  misbreeds,  together  with 
any  inferior  or  delicate-looking  ewes  which  may  emanate  from  the  stock  ; 
and  in  this  way  maintain,  or  if  possible  improve,  their  standard  of  goodness. 
Something  has  lately  been  said  in  some  of  our  weekly  journals  against  the 
Herdwick,  and  much  has  been  advanced  in  favour  of  the  so-called  improved 
breeds ;  but  I  am  one  to  argue  that  there  is  not  a  breed  anywhere  in  the 
wide  world  capable  of  taking  the  place  of  the  Herdwick.  This  beautiful 
and  useful  animal  can  stand  the  rain  and  hail,  can  brave  the  strongest 
blasts  which  sweep  over  those  northern  hills  ;  and  I  know  from  experience 
that  the  intensity  of  the  storms  is  often  terrible,  blowing,  as  it  frequently 
does  upon  those  fells,  a  perfect  hurricane.  Yet  the  hardy  Herdwick  is 
always  to  the  fore  in  the  spring,  ready  to  climb  to  the  summits  of  the  loftiest 
mountains,  and  proudly  look  down  upon  their  less  exalted  and  less  beautiful 
fellow-creatures,  the  Mugs  and  Downs  pasturing  lazily  on  the  flats  below. 
And  with  regard  to  feeding,  are  they  not  apt  to  fatten  as  speedily  as  any 
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other  class  ;  and  I  presume  their  opponents  will  admit  that  they  are,  when 
fat,  by  far  the  sweetest  and  best  to  eat ;  fell-bred  mutton  always  being 
readily  preferred  by  all  the  leading  aristocracy,  and  would  be  by  the  country 
generally,  but  having  reached  such  fabulous  prices  of  late  at  the  hands  of  the 
butchers,  it  is  almost  beyond  the  reach  of  the  labouring  classes.  I  have 
little  to  say  with  regard  to  rearing,  having  touched  upon  the  subject  of 
breeding,  which  if  properly  carried  out,  rearing  will  be  likely  as  a  matter  of 
course  to  follow.  If  the  lambs  are  kept  straight  and  playful,  it  is  quite 
sufficient,  and  the  same  remark  may  be  applied  for  after  life.  Looking, 
then,  at  the  Herdwick— aikd  referring  more  particularly  to  those  which  are 
well-bred  and  cared  for— they  may  justly  stand  in  the  estimation  of  admirers 
among  the  most  perfect  of  nature's  beauties.  What  is  there  so  charming 
anywhere  in  the  resources  of  animated  nature  as  a  lovely  Herdwick— • 
beautiful  to  look  upon,  and  useful,  very  useful,  as  well  as  ornamental! 
Who  would  not  feel  just  a  little  proud  to  see  them  rolling  down  the  moun- 
tain breasts  at  times  of  washing  and  shearing,  going  mostly  on  land  where 
nothing  else  could  live  upon,  with  fleeces  flowing,  and  through  their  noses 
blowing. 

May  the  flocks  on  the  mountains  still  thrive  and  increase. 
May  their  owners  still  five  in  contentment  and  peace ! 
May  health  attend  each,  as  through  life  they  do  go.

Dkab  Sib, — It  is  above  all  things  neceasairy  that  a  Herdwick  should 
have  a  good  coat ;  this  should  be  long,  and  well  knit,  of  good  broad  wool, 
which  should  grow  out  well  to  the  extremeties ;  a  good  "  toppin  "  is  also 
much  admired,  and  this  shows  that  the  animal  is  likely  to  grow  a  good  fleece. 
A  Herdwick  cannot  thrive  well  in  winter  with  a  thin  coat,  as  in  such  case  it 
is  unable  to  withstand  the  inclemency  of  the  weather.  A  good  crop  of  wool 
also  adds  much  to  the  receipts  of  the  flockmaster  ^  and  we  give  it  as  our  firm 
opinion  that  a  good  coat  is  the  first  and  most  important  point  in  judging  a 
Herdwick ;  for  however  symmetrical  the  carcase  may  be,  if  the  coat  be  a 
fkilure,  the  animal  is  quite  unfit  for  breeding  purposes.  The  head  is  one  of 
the  next  points  of  importance.  This  should  be  strong  and  broad,  with  an 
arched  nose,  which  is  expressive  of  boldness  and  courage  ;  it  should  be  wide 
and  open  at  the  muszle,  with  a  deep  jaw ;  the  latter  of  these  points  denotes 
strength.  A  pair  of  nice  horns  add  largely  to  the  appearance  of  the  male 
animal,  though  they  are  not  desirable  in  the  female ;  they  should  be  of  a 
whitish  colour,  smooth  and  well  turned,  not  too  small  or  too  wide,  and  rising 
well  out  of  the  back  of  the  head.    A  good  prominent  eye  is  important. 
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improving  the  appearance  of  the  sheep.  The  ears  should  be  white  and  sharp, 
and  stand  well  up,  as  any  tendency  to  droop  betokens  a  want  of  spirit  to 
grapple  with  hill  life.  In  colour  the  head  should  be  light  grey,  with  a  hoar- 
frost nose,  a  rustiness  about  the  poll,  as  well  as  a  lion-like  mane.  These  are 
all  solid  requirements.  The  body  should  be  shaped  like  a  barrel,  the  legs  well 
to  the  outside ;  a  broad  breast,  placed  forward,  as  the  forequarters  are 
chiefly  relied  on  both  for  constitution  and  the  scales.  The  knees  should  be 
strong,  and  the  bone  thin  to  fetlock ;  and  then  a  big  white  foot  to  follow. 
The  hind  legs  to  spring  from  a  well-muttoned  thigh,  thin  shaped,  with  plenty 
of  bristles,  looking  rather  upwards.  The  tail  to  reach  no  further  down  than 
the  camerals,  and  thick  at  the  root.  A.  sheep  should  be  well  ribbed  up,  the 
greater  their  power  to  endure  hunger ;  the  back  broad,  and  well  filled  in 
behind  the  shoulders ;  when  turned  up  to  have  a  deep  and  broad  breast,  with 
soft,  kindly  wool  upon  it,  showing  a  natural  propensity  to  grow  wool.  A  good 
general  appearance  is  very  important,  either  in  showyard  or  market,  for  it 
meets  the  eye  first,  and  creates  a  favourable  impression.  It  seldom  (or  never) 
happens  that  an  animal  is  perfectly  developed  in  all  its  points  ;  but  breeders 
are,  for  the  most  part,  aware  of  the  importance  of  securing  the  best  specimens 
(especially  amongst  the  males)  for  breeding  purposes.  The  Herdwick,  which 
was  formerly  an  ill-developed,  coarse-wooled  animal,  is  now  well  formed,  and 
in  the  place  of  '*  hempen  locks,"  is  now  covered  with  good  wool,  which  is 
eagerly  sought  after  by  local  manufacturers.  There  is  some  difference  of 
opinion  in  regard  to  which  point  should  take  precedence  in  judging  aHerdwick. 
As  requested  by  you,  we  have  given  the  foregoing  as  the  result  of  our  united 
practical  experience.
